The  Dahlia  is  a Fall  flower  that  fills  a place  in  the 
garden  in  its  season,  when  nearly  all  other  garden 
beauties  have  fulfilled  their  annual  mission. 

One  general  mistake  is  to  plant  the  tubers  to'o 
early.  Late  May  or  early  June  plantings  usually  give 
best  results.  Plowever,  it  is  best  to  order  early  to 
secure  what  you  want  as  stocks  of  some  varieties 
are  sold  out  before  planting  time.

Large,  wjde-open  blooms  4*4 
inches  across  of  an  apricot  and  burnt  orange 
with  crimson  throat.  Unusual  and  attractive.  .$0.40 

Fire  Flame.  A very  tall,  slender,  straight  spike 
with  reflexing  blooms  of  a vivid  fire  red  with 
darker  throat  markings.  Very  striking  in  the 
garden  and  good  in  make-up  work  to  bring 
out  contrast  in  colors  35 

Scarlet  Tanager.  Scarlet  color  with  a very  dark 
chocolate-red  throat.

The  two  lower 
side  petals  are  bright  cerise  at  throat  with  a 
splash  of  white  on  midrib  producing  a beau- 


tiful effect  .* 40 

Adelia  Case.  A fine  sea-shell  pink  of  a shade 
brighter  than  the  justly  popular  Wilbrinck; 
also  cleaner  in  its  coloring,  being  free  from  the 
objectionable  mottles  .25
